BUY OUT JEWS 


|Special Cre redit it Facilities 
Are Extended By the 


Government

BERLIN, May 3.—Special cre- 
dit facilities to “Aryans” enabl- 
ing them to purchase Jewish-own- 
ed business firms as a further 
means of liquidating Jewish-own- 
ed property will be granted by 
the government, through the Na- 


tional Reichsbank, it was under- 
stood here, 

Under the plan, the Reichsbank 
will issue special treasury notes 
with which certified “aryans” may 
purchase Jewish business, The 
manner in which Jews would be 
permitted to market the notes and 
the rate of interest they bear, was 
not revealed 

At the same time, Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, president of the Reichs- 
bank, decreed that al] residents and 


business concerns in Germany—not 
including Austria, however—must 
register their claims on foreign cap- 
ital such as bank deposits, insur- 
ance and securities before May 20 

The decree covers claims to for- 
eign capital “which might exert a 
considerable influence in foreign 
companies or corporations.” 

Registrations must include bank 
deposits, loans, claims to inherit- 
ances, returns from sale of secur- 
ities, mortgages, credits, endow- 
ments, securities, insurance policies, 
interest on securities and shares in 
any form,

SHANGHAI, May 5.—An in- 
spired Chinese army claimed 
capture of Matowchen, walled 
town four miles northwest of 
Tancheng, as continued “rapid 
progress” was reported today 
in erasing the second big Jap- 
anese offensive in south Shan- 
tung province. 


SHANGHAI, May 5.—Chinese 
today reported continued “rapid 
progress” in their counter offen- 
sive on the centre of the 30-mile 
Shantung front where the fate of 
100,000 Japanese troops daily be- 
comes more uncertain.

Chinese sources estimated 34,000 
Japanese soldiers had been kill- 
ed or wounded in reecnt days 
around Tancheng and Pihsien, 
where the Japanese made their 
most serious threat against the 
vital Lunghai railway which runs 
east-west through central China. 
Fronted with the Chinese claims, 
a Japanese army spokesman par- 
ried with the explanation “we 
have no information from the 
Shantung sector.” 

To foreign military observers, it 
is a puzzling question whether the 
Japanese attacking power really is 
spent or whether the invaders are 
merely recuperating and organiz- 
ing for a severe thrust. 

Aware of the iatter possibility, 
the Chinese high command declar- 
ed the “really decisive battle” was 
still to come.

Objections were contained in a let- 
ter written to the city by Nelles V. 
Buchanan, secretary of a commit- 
tee representing the Royal, Edmon- 
ton and Granite Curling Clubs and 
the Edmonton and Inglewood Bad- 
minton Clubs. 

Seeking a “new deal” on taxa- 
tion imposed by the city on their 
properties, the joint committee 
asked that the administration in- 
vestigate operations of other 
groups, including com munity 
league and sports organizations, 
Particularly with respect to 
rentals and taxation. 

The joint committee claimed 
there was a wide variation in the 
treatment accorded the curling and 
badminton clubs jn question and 
concessions given other groups.
